We feature earty Crossett history in this quarterly, Since 
the town is 40 young, the years are not early, hut the articles 
give names and dates of the £irst months of a “company town.” 


We are indebted to W. E. “Ned” Hastings, a new Board member 
and new editor of the quarterly, for the research of early Craossett 
Company records, His father, D. C, Hastings, was Crossett’s Superten- 
dent of Schools from 1906-1945, Ned is retined as Treasurer of Georgia 
Pacific Corporation, the purchaser of the Crossett Company in 7960, for 
which Ned also worked,

The First Six Months 
Nov 19681 - May 1982 


The early days must have been very much like a gold rush camp 
with muddy streets, tents, wagons and people constantly on the ga. 
An examination of the first "Cash Book" of the Crossett Lumber 
Conpany reveals that expenditures were made for tents, venison for 
the boarding house, heef for the crews, shoes, powder, hay, tools 
and all the other items to run a logging camp. 


Lumber manufacture hegan around the first of December 1961 to 
cut timbers for the big mill and for the permanent houses. The 
cash book lists several names under the category of "payroll". We 
suspect; however that these were not permanent employees at the 
time. Rather; they came under what we now call casual] labor. The 
payments were all small representing probakly a day's wages. The 
payments might have been separation payments or payments to a 
person who ran a separate crew. 


Other sizeatle payments were listed under the category of 
payroll which were probably for the regular crew. Payments were 
probably in cash at that time with no detail kept of the 
employees.

According to the story Mrs. H.S.Rule told Mrs. Lena Hastings, 
the Crossett Lumber Company was organized around Mrs. Rule's 
‘kitchen table at Fordyce in the year 1899. A charter was secured 
that year from the state of Arkansas and the new company began 
acquiring land in Ashley County, Arkansas and Morehouse Parish, 
Louisiana. The Hovey-McCracken tract was the first large timber 
tract acquired. E.W."Cap"Gates opened a land office in Hamburg 
and’ he and George Norman (a Hamburg attorney) began buying addi- 
tional land for the exorbitant price of $1 per acre.

The HOVEY and McCRACKEN fand acquisition in 1904 @y the CROSSE7T7 COMPANY assured 
them of a timher hase for thein saumill, as it was approximately 50,000 acres. 

Horatio N. HOVEY and John B. McCRACKEN of flichigan were partners in a company that 
Rought land in Ashbey county, Arkansas, and florchouse Parish, Loudsiana. In 1902 they 
purchased 42,590.97 acres for “one dollar and other vatuakle considerations,” in Ashley 
county from Chantes H. and Jutia E, HACKLEY and Thomas and Margret A, HUME of Muskegon, 
flichigan. 

McCRACKEN had died in 1899 and after his estate was probated, his trustees, Colon 
C. BILLINGHURST and Many E. McCRACKEN (his widow) with the suaviving partner, HOVEY, 
sold this fand to the CROSSETT COMPANY fon the sum of $770,366.68. One wonders if they 
made on fost. on the deal on just how valuakle the “other considerations” were. 

_ This tand was scattered from the Drew county Line on the north to the Loudtsiana 
fine on the south and on the west along the Satine River and Ouachita bottoms, HOVEY 
also sokld at this time to the CROSSET7T COMPANY 7,169.74 acres in Moachouse Parish, 

LA, for $29, 330.08, 

In 1918 HACKLEY AND HUME COMPANY, LIMITED sold to the CROSSE7TT COMPANY 71,1738 

acres in Morehouse Parish, LA, for $700,000.00!

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THE CROSSETT MERCANTILE 


Located on the corner of Main street and highway 82, the old 
company store sold everything from groceries and hardware to cas- 
kets. Employees could draw against their pay and receive coins or 
script to spend at the store. This company money was also known 
as "brozine". Later the coins were redeemed and replaced with 
paper script in the form of cupon books. Examples are shown:

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CROSSETT'S FIRST CHURCH 


In October 192 a small sawmill had been established at 
Crossett. Houses were being constructed at a rapid pace; but many 
of the people were still living in tents or in the railroad car 
living quarters set off on the sidings. 


Church services were held in a tent located across from the 
Nissouri Pacific station and the Rev S.W. Rainey, a Methodist 
circuit rider for this section of Ashley county was preaching in 
Crossett as well as at Hickory Grove and other surrounding 
churches. The "Preachers Account" on the general ledger of the 
Crossett Lumber Company for the year 192 shows a payment of $25 
per month to the preacher which was made up from payroll deduc- 
tions. 


During the second week of October 1902, Mr. J.L. Crow, father 
of Mr. Howard Crow learned that a certain Dan McCoy had just built 
a new house on what is now the Malloy property just North of 
Crossett. It was also learned that Mr. McCoy planned to put in a 
saloon in one end of this house, no doubt to sell liguor to the 
workers at the new sawmill in Crossett. Mr. Crow went to see Mr. 
Clark Buchner and the two of them called upon Cap Gates manager of 
the Crossett mill to see what could be done to stop the saloon. 


Someone remembered that the Arkansas statutes of 1837 said 
that:"If any person shall contemptuously offer for sale, any 
ardent, vinous or other drinks within one mile of any camp ground 
during camp meeting, or within one mile of the place of meeting 
for religious worship of any Christian denomination, the person 
so offending, upon conviction thereof, shall be adjudged guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and shall be fined in any sum not less than ten 
dollars." 


The general journal of the Crossett Lumber Company for 1992 
shows a payment to a contractor I.W. Boggs in October 1982 for 
building a small house for a total cost of $75. This may not be 
the actual house but it was about this time and the house was 


constructed in a day's time on the old bank building corner, Iain 
and Second Avenue, 


That evening Mr. Crow and Mr. Buchner went to Hamburg and 
notified the Justice of the Peace that they wished to have lr. 
McCoy's liquor permit held up because of the existence of a church 
within one mile of the saloon.

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THE BARACA BANQUET 


In our files we ran across a banquet program for the Baraca 
Banquet. The date was Thursday evening August twenty-eighth. No 
year was given. How would you go about finding the year? there 
must be a simpler way other than the way I did it; but in Lotus. 
there is a command that will do it: @MOD(@DATE(12,8,28),7) = 4. 
The answer (4) is the fourth day of the week beginning with Monday; 
in this case Thursday which we knew. There is a little trial and 
error on the year (1912); but if you know a year close to the 
answer you can do it in two or three tries. In the formula the 12 
is the year sought, 8 is August and 28 is the day. The 7 denotes 
a 7 day week. 


Now back to the story. The Baraca class it turns out was a 
men's Sunday school class at the Methodist Church in Crossett in 
the year 1912. The menu and the members of the class will be of 
interest. 


A. Trieschmann was one of the Crossett Lumber Company 
executives and will be remembered as the owner of the Trieschmann 
house which was converted to a bed and breakfast establishment in 
Crossett today. He also placed the poem on the stone in front of 
the Methodist church which can be read today. It was intended for 
the workmen who walked back and forth to the mill each day.

His first wife (Frances Caroline 
YELLDELL) died in 1849 in Butler Co AL. The POWELL children 
who were born from 1836 to 1846 were from this marriage. 


John POWELL married Elizabeth GREEN cl850 in Butler Co AL, and the POWELL 
children who were born from 1851 to 1868 were from this marriage. 
The Thomas GREEN family and the John POWELL family came to 
Bearhouse Township, Ashley Co.
